The  common  student  complaint  that  what  he  is  supposed  to  learn  will  not 
help  him  in  life  is  often  valid.  The  things  he  learns  from  his  parents  and  in 
clubs  and  sports  are  more  important  for  that.  But  in  secondary  school  today 
the  material  learned  is  not  nearly  as  important  as  the  abilities  developed  while 
learning  it.  These  include  the  ability  to  think  logically,  to  make  judgments, 
and  to  learn.  It  Is  not  the  material  but  the  abilities  themselves  which  are  of 
great  use  in  life.  And  a  major  chunk  of  life,  I  think,  has  to  be  self-education 
achieved  through  learned  reading  and  discussion  .  Self-education  begins  after 
high  school.  Even  in  university  most  of  what  we  learn,  high  school  education 
is,  the  better  equipped  we  are  to  teach  ourselves. 

George  Bernard  Shaw  once  said,  "He  who  can  does.  He  who  cannot 
teaches."  I  think  his  meaning  in  those  few  words  is  very  clear  and  by  no 
means  complimentary  to  the  teaching  profession.  I  also  think  he  is  wrong. 
Teachers  are  the  basis  of  all  formal  education  which  is  probably  the  most 
important  concern  of  the  world  today.  Teaching  is  also  one  of  the  most  chal- 
lenging occupations.  It  was  from  the  teachers  here  at  S  X .  L  and  T.S.  that 
we  graduates  received  both  our  practical  learning  from  clubs  and  sports  and 
the  education  so  vital  to  our  future  .  The  results  from  Toronto  show  that  they 
guided  us  through  this  education  very  well  .  Our  students  have  done  better  in 
this  centennial  year  than  in  many  previous  years .  Thus  on  behalf  of  all  the 
graduates  here  tonight  I  would  like  to  say  to  all  the  teachers  at  SCITS,  thank 
you,  ourappreciation  now  is  only  a  particle  of  what  it  will  be  in  the  future  ."

Student  Demonstration  In  Sarnia  Calls  For  SCITS  Gym

To  a  cadence  chant  of  "We 
want  a  gymn"  more  than  350 
SCITS  students  marched 
downtown  to  city  hall,  back  to 
the  Board  of  Education  ad- 
ministration offices  and  then 
back  to  school.  What  they 
accomplished  if  anything,  is 
yet  to  be  determined. 

The  demonstration,  which 
the  students  claimed  was 
"spontaneous  and  unorg- 
anized" was  in  reality  a  well 
planned  affair.  Word  of  the 
event  was  spread  well  in 
advance.  (Director  of  Educ- 
ation Bill  Rogers  received 
two  phone  calls  announcing 
the  event  almost  four  days 
i  of  the  parade). 


ert  Baldwin  and  Robert  San- 
tavy  were  orderly  and  well 
behaved  throughout  the  hour 
long  demonstration.  Under 
questioning  as  to  where  they 
got  the  information  that  the 
gymnasium  addition  was  not 
definitely  going  to  be  built 
at  SCITS  several  students 
replied,  "From  the  teach- 
ers." 

Principal  of  SCITS  John 
Saunders  who  has  been  vocal 
in  his  demand  that  the  new 
gymn  be  built  at  SCITS  and 
has  buttonholed  members  of 
the  Board  of  Education  on 
several  occasions  to present 
his  case  in  strong  language 
did  not,  according  to  the  st- 
udents forbid  the  march.  He 
told  them  he  appreciated 
their  school  spirit  and  their 
help  in  efforts  to  get  the  new 
gymns  at  SCITS  but  request- 
ed that  they  return  to  their 
classes  and  forego  the  pro- 
posed march.  The  students 
ignored  his  words  and  took 
to  the  sidewalk. 
They  were  extremely  in- 
coherent in  exactly  how  they 
thought  their  march  would 
effect  any  decision.  Many  of 
them  regarded  the  affair  as 
a  lark,  a  half  holiday  from 
school. 

At  city  hall  they  were 
shooed  off  the  city  hall  plaza 
by  the  police  while  there 
three  spokesmen  met  with 
Maurice  Engels,  assistant 
city  manager  who  passed  the 
buck  back  to  the  Board  of 
Education.  He  neglected  to 
tell  the  students  that  the  city 
hall  had  on  file  a  letter  from 
city  council  to  the  Board  of 
Education  asking  the  Board 
not  to  consider  building  the 
SCITS  additional  gymns  this 


ices  the  students  chanted 
their  "We  want  a  gymn" 
and  brandished  signs  read- 
ing "We  want  a  gymn  not  a 
broom  closet"    until  Mr 
Rogers  appeared.  Up  out 
a  sick  bed  (he  was  stricken 
with  a  cold  and  laryngitis) 
Mr.  Rogers  told  Bob  Bald 
win  that  he  could  not  talk 
loud  enough  for  the  crowd 
which  bad  dwindled  to  some 
175  by  this  time  to  hear  im. 
He  invited  the  three  dele 
gates  up  to  the  Board  room 
and  arranged  for  a  prcs 
conference  to  follow  with 
them  and  Board  Chairman 
Grant  Taylor  providing  the 
crowd  leaders  asked  the  s*.- 
udents    to    return  to  their 
classrooms  in  an  orderly 
manner.  They  did. 
At  the  Dress  conference 
Board     Chairman  Grant 
Taylor  told  the  student  dele 
gation  that  no  final  decision 
had    been   made  and  none 
would  be  made  until  the  matt- 
er of  provincial  building  gr 
ants  was  finalized.
